Washington — An effort is being 


made by the Mexican, and 
United 


States government to arrange what 
is known in diplomacy as a "modus 
Vivendi" or temporary arrangements 
whereby the rights o£ both sides shall 
not bo disturbed while an arbitration 
tribunal considers the merits -of the 
case.

•whicli are equivalent t6 injunctions. 
General restraining orders are "nd7 
customary in Mexican law', so every 
case will have to be tried on its merits 
and an injunction granted. Some of 
the dangers of this process so far at. 
American oil companies are concern- 
ed is that it may involve an examin i- 
tion of proof of titles and in the long 
series of changes in government the 
proof of title is not always easy to 
obtain.

CONSIDER ARBITRATION 


Meanwhile the senate is considering 


the adoption of a resolution favoring 
arbitration.

importance in the present -situation 
except as a moral support 
for the 


legal side of the controvery. Both the 
Mexican and American governments 
arc disposed to arbitrate. The ques- 
tion is how to arrange matters in the 
interim so that the case can go to 
arbitration. The 
difficulties 
of an 


agreement arc as numerous as cvor 
because they involve principles 
on 


which .a long diplomatic correspoi- 
dcncc has been conducted for nearly 
ten years, If an agreement on detail 
could be secured in the protocol of 
submission there would be little for 
the arbitral tribunal to decide. Pro- 
gress is being made, however, and the 
probabilities are that no crisis will 
develop in the immediate future.

MOTHER FINDS BODY 


Tho youth's body was 
discovered 


by his mother, who had gone to the 
garage to find out what kept her son 
there so long. He had left the house 
about an hour before, and Mrs. Pen- 
nings had expected 
him to return 


sooner. 


On entering the garage, she saw 


the body hanging in thc air, his feet 
about two feet above the floor. An 
insulated electric wire, attached 
to 


a rafter, held thc body in space. 
A 


loop in the lower end of the wire was 
around the youth's neck. 


Reports circulated Wednesday that 


ho had 
committed 
suicide 
were 


scouted by the Little Chute marshal. 
Ho said the young man 
probably 


slipped while standing on the run- 
ning boerd of his automobile ,Jtlid 
while'ho. "had hold of tho wire, and 
that-^his -ue»d dropped through 
"the" 


loop a's he fell. 
The marshal said 


the youth no doubt had been swing- 
ing back and forth on thc wire', and 
that he might have slipped either at 
the beginning or end of a swing. 


„ BROTHER HUNG WIRE 


The wire had been tied to thc rafter 


several weeks by a brother. A loop 
had been made in the end of the wire, 
on which to hang electric lights while 
work was being done on the automo- 
bile. The loop was about 1C inches In 
diameter. 
* Xeither his hands or feet were tied, 
and authorities are puzzled to know 
why he did not free himself. 


Pennings had been employed at The 


Valeteria shop, 104 X. Oneida-st, Ap- 
pieton, until Christinas. He became 
ill at that time and had not worked 
since. He had been employed there 
for a year. 


His parents reported that their son 


seemed to be in high spirits through 
out the day. He was recovering from 
his recent illness, and appeared as 
cheerful as ever. 


PLAYED VIOLIN 


He had spent the entire day at 


home. Before going out to the garage 
Tuesday .afternoon about 4 o'clock, he 
had been inside his home playing the 
violin. About 4 o'clock he put on a 
coat'and cap and told his mother he 
was going out to thc garage to repair 
his car. He did not expect to be gone 
long. 


Failing to return in about 45 min- 


utes, the 
mother grew 
frightened, 


knowing that her son had been in the 
habit of permitting his auto to run in 
tho garage with thc doors and win- 
dows closed. 


Fearing that he may have 
been 


overcome by gas, she went to the ga:- 
age and discovered thc body hanging 
by the wire.

SMALLPOX BARRIER 


Modern Science Has Discov- 


ered Nothing Else to Pre- 
vent Disease 


Madison — Declaring1 that there is 


nothing yet in modern science to pre- 
vent smallpox except vaccination, the 
educational committee of the State 
Medical Society issued a statement fa- 
voring the vaccination oC young peo- 
ple to prevent epidemics. 


"In a well vaccinated community 


there is no material for smallpox to 
consume."

bulletin. 


"American pe'oplc are optimistic by 
nature and much inclined towards-in- 
dependence in their manner or livinsr. 
This spirit seems, to pervade our n 
t:\e born citizenry in the mutter 
\.iccmation againtt smallpox. Many 
of our states, particularly of the mid- 
dle west, have repealed the uhtial com- 
pukory laws upon the vaccination of 
school children and left it to the 
judgment of parents except in time 
of epidemics when exclusion of the 
uirvaccinatcd from the school may be 
rcciuired.

-As might be expected, a consider- 


able proix>rtion of our young adults 
and the oncoming generation may re- 
main unvaccinated. This is paiticu-

larly true of the boys and girls living 
in. the country and smaller towns 'to 
whom no special inducements have 
been offered in «.he way of vaccination 
campaigns. 
Many of them move to 


the cities later in life and go to swell 
the unvaccinated 
population there. 


Reviewed, from a 
statistical stand- 


point, it is apimrent that an open field 
has been left in these unvaccinated 
states for the ravages ot smallpox. 
For instance in 1921 and 1922 there 
were 220 deaths from 
smallpox in 


Kansas City. Mo.; 264 dciths in Den- 
ver in the same years; 1C3 deaths in 
Detroit. Mich, in 1924; 305 deaths in 
Minneapolis in 1924 and 1925; and S" 
deaths in Milwaukee in 1925 and 33 
deaths'in Los Angeles in 1925. Tho 
country tributary to these communi- 
ties also suffered from the disease. 
The history of these epidemics show 
that they are subdued only by a well- 
nisli total vaccination of>^the entire 
population.

WOODS' REJECTION 


The senate by a vote of 49 to 28 has re- j 


jected the appointment of Cyrus E. 
Woods of Pennsylvania to succeed Fred- 
crick I. Cox of New Jersey on the Inter- 
state Commerce commission. The vote 
against Mr. Woods \\as larger than had 
been expected. For several days the ap- 
pointment had been considered behind 
closed doors, and it is well known that 
strong 
admi:iisirati\e 
pressure 
was 


brought to bear on the senate to secure 
confirmation. Mr. Woods has already en- 
joyed high political honors, having been 
ambassador to Spain and Japan, and he 
had the active support of Secretary Mel- 
lon and Senators Reccl and Pepper of 
Pennsylvania. 


The rejection of Mr. Woods is directly 


due to the assumption by senators that 
back of the appointment was a sinister 
effort of coal operators in Pennsylvania 
to secure Iccal and prejudiced representa- 
tion on the Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion. They -have been openly trying to 
secure a Pennsylvania member for years, 
and the last appointment to the commis- 
sion was held up by Senator Reed until, 
so it was stated at the time, he had ob- 
tained a pledge from the president that 
the next appointee would be from his 
state. 


Mr. Coolidge's apparent effort to make 


good a promise was unfortunate.

Woods is said to be a large holder of rail- 
road and other securities, and was for- 
mer counsel for Pittsburgh coal operators 
and the Pennsylvania Railroad company. 
The Pittsburgh operators are deeply in- 
•tcrestcd in the lake cargo coal rate case, 
a long standing effort to secure a differ- 
ential against Virginia, West Virginia, 
Tennessee and Kentucky operators' that 
would give Pennsylvania an undue ad- 
vantage over these competitors in the ex- 
tensive Northwest coal market. The lake 
states and the Northwest have opposed 
a widening of the differential, for it is to 
their interest to preserve the competition 
which now exists and to keep accessible 
sources of fuel supply in states other_than 
Pennsylvania. Under the circumstances 
there was nothing lor the senate to do 
but reject Mr. Woods.' appointment, not- 
withstanding he stated he woul^d take no 
part in the disposition of the lake cargo 
coal rate case.

A NOVELIST'S PROBLEM 


Two novels 
were 
published 
at 


about the same time recently, one in 
England and one in America, that 
called for the solution ot the same 
fundamental technical difficulty, and 
neither of them solved the problem 
but in each the author sidestepped 
it. 


The English novel is ''Lord Raingo.' 


by Arnold Bonnet, and th? Amei lean 
book is "Revelry." by Samuel Hop- 
kins Adams. "Lord Raingo" is a story 
ot" the days of the World war and 
the English war cabinet figures very 
prominently in it. "Revelry" is a 
btory of tho Maiding administration 
and the Harding cabinet is a promi- 
nent leature of the story. But in the 
English book the persons in the act- 
ual war ministiy aie not described: 
'Arnold Bennett pretends 
that 
the 


prime minister is not Lloyd George, 
that the secretary of froeign affairs 
is not Viscount Grey, and so on. All 
the 
men 
introduced 
have 
other 


names, although the 
reader knows 


well enough what the real names of 
the various actual historical person- 
ages were. 


In the American book President 


Harding is not 
introduced, but a 


president whose name is Markham. 
Sccietary Fall has another name and 
so had Secretary 
Daughterly 
and 


Jesse Smith and a dozen other per- 
sons who were prominent in the Hard- 
ing administration. They all have dif- 
ferent names and it is pretended that 
the administration that is described 
still lies in the future. But every 
reader who is informed about 
con- 


tinually reading the name "Harding" 
for "Markham" and so with all the 
others: It is impossible not to do this. 


In each case the no\el as a work 


of ait suffers because of this fact. It 
could not very well be otherwise. The 
device adopted by the no\ ehst in. each 
case tends to destroy the illusion. In 
the case of the English novel the 
reader always unconsciously l.is the 
feeling that his intelligence is being 
insulted. The facts of the war days 
are so fresh in his mind that he 
knows all about the personages in the 
English ministry. And when Lloyd 
George and Viscount Grey and Wins- 
ton Churchill arc gravely given dif- 
ferent names, he gets the feeling that 
the no\(elist regards him as an ignor- 
ant child who must be told fairy stor- 
ies. In other words, 
the tiick of 


changing flic names is so much pres- 
ent in the reader's mind that he finds 
it impossible to yield himself up to 
the illusion the novelist is irya-g io 
create and the novel fails to have the 


effect, the sense of icalily, that it 
might otherwise have and 
that :i 


ought to have. 


So also with "Revelry." «It fails to 


have the effect that an actual account 
of the period would have. It does not 
give the same ptctuic of the Hardi.ig 
administration, for instance, 
that 


"The 
Intimate Papers of Colonel 


House" gives of the Wilson adminis- 
tration. On the other hand. :t li^'s 
not create the illusion of genuine fic- 
tion: the reader cannot get rid of the 
bothersome knowledge that he !>.»s of 
the actual events ^of the administra- 
tion that is described. It is neithe" 
one thing nor the other and it f,i:ls us 
both fiction and fact. 


But what is u novelist to do?'.\c=- 


sumc that he wishes to iieat a his- 
torical period that is recent and fie-^h 
in the minds of all. Ho is debarred 
from using tile actual names by ti'.e 
very laws of his art — real names 
would cramp the 
imagination, and 


would make the story pattern im- 
possible. Also, the libel law restrains 
him, unless he follows literal and act- 
ual history, and then he would not. 
have a novel. But he wants 'o write a 
novel. It is a real dilemma and jio 
novelist has as yet satisfactorily solvr 
ed it. 


It is no answer to say, ns some 


have done, that the novelist has no 
right to chose such themes as thos? 
of "Lord Raingo" or "Revelry." Thai 
is nonsense. A novelist has a right 
to choose any theme in heaven or on 
the earth or in the waters under the 
earth. If Dante and Milton had nrt 
believed that we would never have 
had "The Divine Comedy" or "'Para- 
dise Lost". The novelist may choose 
any theme but when'he chooses it«he 
is under obligation to make it plau- 
sible, to create the illusion of reality. 
If he cannot do that he fails as an 
artist. Unless he is big enough to tl> 
that while using fictitious names fo.- 
recent historical peisons, it is the 
part of wisdom to leave it alone.

affected by the restrictions made by 
Chicago and Milwaukee.

It was in the southern area, accord- 


ing to Commissioner John D. Jones, 
Jr. that the percentage of infected cat- 
tle far exceeded expectations and caus- 
ed depleted state funds. It necessitat- 
ed appropriations by a special session 
of the 
legislature of 
$400,000 last 


spring, and now is making necessary 
a request for an additional $750,000 
from the state legislature. 


The close of 1926 found "Wisconsin

for cash bonuses to soldiers, sailors or

department during the last biennium, 
amounting to $93.715.47. according to 
a report by Adjutant General Ralph 
Immell.

to operation in the state, 115.C55 
claims have been allowed, totalling 
$15,826,041.41 the report stated. An av- 
erage of J136.S2 was paid1 each veter- 
an.

ment," the report stated, "has been 
furnished with the statements if ser- 
vice of approximately 0,000 
soldiers 


and sailors who claimed some city in 
Wisconsin as their place of residence 
at time of entry into service, but who 
have not applied for the bonus.

McLean. Superior, division engineer, 
advocating closer cooperation between 
contractors and engineers. 


"Highway work has often been re- 


ferred to as the largest cooperative in- 
dustry in the world." /he said, "and 
it might be well to add that there is 
no industry where cooperation is more 
essential to success. The contractor 
may have unlimited resources, any 
amount of equipment, and an organ- 
ization that cannot be equalled, and 
in spite of these advantages quit the 
highway field due to the failure of the 
engineering department to.function in 
a business-like way. 


"\Ve havc always felt that the work 


of building highways is a business 


the same as that ol building railroads 
or manufacturing machinery, and that 
as such it should be conducted in the 
same ' business-like way; in other 
words, that* tho nicn in charge of this 
work should be first of all good busi- 
ness men and then good engineers. 


Frank Cnare, plan engineer, stated 


that a major problem of the modern 
highway engineer was that of reloca- 
tion. 
"Generally speaking," he said, 


"tho problem would be a. simple one 
if tho pure engineering features only 
were to be considered.

ever, there are local interest affected, 
all of which must be satisfied, and of- 
ten the engineer is between the devil, 
in the form of an irate property own< 
er. on the one hand, and the deep 
sea, in the from of an impossible lo 
cation of the road, on the Uher.
